(i)  Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  piped  supply  to  Uppingham 
were  made  and  the  results  were  satisfactory, 

(ii)  There  is  no  tendency  to  plumbo-solvency  in  the  water  supplies, 
and  no  action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  this  respect. 

(iii)  All  villages  using  shallow  wells  are  advised  to  boil  drinking 
water .

Samples  of  water  were  also  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
from  various  wells  in  the  district.  Samples  were  taken  for 
check  purposes  from  the  borehole  at  North  Luffenham.  Shallow 
well  water  was,  in  all  cases,  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  whilst 
examination  of  the  borehole  supply  proved  satisfactory.

There  is  full  co-operation 
regarding  plans ,  building  and  sampling  in  which  matters  the 
Council  is  still  concerned,  The  supervision  of  three  dairies 
and  bottling  establishments  still  remains  with  the  Council  as 
one  of  its  duties«
